1. GOB FOREIGN MINISTER PROMISED OCTOBER 13 THAT HE WOULD 
INSTRUCT BAHRAINI DELEGATION UNGA TO VOTE WITH 

SAUDIS ON CAMBODIAN ISSUE. POREIGN MINISTER SAID HE 
HAS STUDIED ASIAN RESOLUTION AND LIKES IT, AGRESS THAT 
EPPORT TO UNSEAT LEGITIMATE CAMBODIAN GOVERNMENT IN UN 
WOULD BE HARMPUL PRECEDENT, AND IS GENERALLY SYMPATHETIC 
TO U.S. POSITION ON THIS QUESTION. ADDED THAT SO LONG 
AS "ONE ARAB COUNTRY, SUCH AS SAUDI ARABIA", IS 
SUPPORTING LEGITIMATE GOVERNMENT OF CAMBODIA IN UNGA 
HE HAS NO HESITATION ABOUT GOB DOING SO TOO. 

2. BY MIDDLE EAST STANDARDS, GOB POREIGN MINISTER IS 
PROMPT, EPPICIENT AND RELIABLE, BUT ALSO BUSY AND THE 
LONG EID AL-PITR HOLIDAY IS CLOSE AT HAND. SUGGEST 
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AND CABLE US BY C.O.B. OCTOBER 14 IF BAHRAINIS DO NOT 
HAVE INSTRUCTIONS. 
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
